Court of Chancery by the Judges and others appointed for that purpoſe by S 
Lords Committee of his Majeſty's moſt Honourable Privy Council, it appeared, 
that the following Maſters were Deficient upon the Ballance of their Accounts 
in the Several Sums hereafter mentioned, viz.

Mr. Join BE NNBET, to ſecure the Suitors, did by Order of Court enter into a 
r in the Penalty of 29527 /. for the payment of his ſaid Deticiency, 
and ſoon after Depoſited in the Bank 2200 J. which reduced his Ballance to 
12,5631. 18 5. 3 d. +. and, as a farther Security for the ſame, did convey and 
aſſign Divers Freehold and Leaſehold Eſtates in London Middleſex and Kent, and 
ſome Mortgages and Judgments to Mr. Holford, for the Benefit of the Suitors, 
which were Advertiſed in the Gazette to be Sold, but before the ſame could be 
diſpoſed of, Application was made to the Court to have the Sum of 11,000 J. in 


Mr. Bennet's hands in a Cauſe ex parte Meyer, placed out upon Security.

Mx. Benyet upon that Occaſion Offered to give Security for the ſame by a 

Mortgage of his ſeveral Eſtates aſſigned to the Court, and of other Eſtates which 
were Subject to former Incumbrances, and by an Aſſignment to the Parties of 
his faid Recognizance as a Collateral Security; and thereupon, according to the 
Forms of the Court in like Caſes uſed, at the deſire of Mr. Bennet, and by conſent 
of the Sollicitors in the {aid Cauſe, it was on the 21ſt of December laſt, Order- 
ed, that all Parties ſhonld Attend Mr. Holſord, who was to look into the Security 
propoſed by Mr. Benner that Afternoon, and to make his Report therein the next 
Morning. Mr. Holford Accordingly reported on the 22d of December, that he had 
been attended by Mr Bennet and my ſelf, and alſo by Mr. Clive and Mr. 
Rowland/on, Solicitors for the Parties Intereſted in the ſaid 110001. and had 
looked into the Security propofed for the ſame, which conſiſts of Several Eſtates 
and Securities mentioned in the Schedule Annext to his Report, the value whereof 
appcars thereby to be 16761 J. 10 f. ) d. 3. and of his ſaid Recognizance enter- 
ed into to the Court for the Payment of 149631. which he was willing 
ſhould ſtand as a further Security for the ſaid Money, and none of the Parties 
concerned making any Objection thereto, Mr. Holford Conceived it might be 
a good and Sufficient oy for the ſaid Sum of 110001.

Mr. CoA y's Deficiency upon the Examination of his Accompts, (after 
the Payment of 30007. by him into the Bank) Appeared to be 10,0397.

and having aiterwards ſold 35001. South Sea Stock in the Cauſe between the Lord 
and Lady Faulconberg, which was 8311. 10s. 9d. more than he had paid off 
Purſuant to the Orders in that Cauſe, and having likewiſe Sold 20001. South Sea 
Annuity Stock belonging to the Suitors, his Deficiency was encreaſed to above 
_ 12870}. Mr. Conway was Ordered by the late Lords Commiſſioners to pay the 

ſaid Sums of 10039 J. 4s. 4d. + and 8311. 108. 9 d. into the bank, wh mere 
Place the Said South Sea Annuities Stock. But not Complying therewith, and 
Prevaricating with the he was Committed to the Fleet, but was at Li

The 5th of April, 1125, Mr. Conway Apply'd to the Court b | Petition, 
Setting forth that he was ready to Inveſt an Eſtate of 500 J. 8” os in 
Flintſhire in the ſaid Maſter of the Court, to be fold to ſatisfie the Suitors De- 
mands; and being Tenant in Tail thereof, his Wife and Son were ready to joyn in

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g Fine and Recovery to Dock the fame, and prayed that he might be Diſcharged 
from his Confinement, that he might procute Purchaſers and forward the Sale of 
his Eſtate for the Immediare Satisfaction ot the duitors: Whereupon the Lords 
Commiſſioners Ordered, that upon Lxecuting a Conveyance of his ſaid Eſtate, 
and acknowl:dging a Precipe, and Concord, and Warrant of Attorney for Levying 
a tine, and Suffering a Common Recovery, Mr. Comway ſhould be at Liberty 
to apply to the Court for further Order. 


The faid Eſtate, upon Inquiry, was found to be of the Yearly Value of 
480 J. Subject to an Annuity of 601. for the Life of Mr. Comway's Mother.

That Mr. Cantays Deficiency might fully appear, Advertiſements have by 
Order of the Court been publiſhed in the Gazette, and other Publick Papers, and 
put up in the Publick Offices of the Court of Chancery, for all Suitors that have 
any Claim or demand upon his Office, to make our the ſame before Mr. Holford :

which now ſtands Referred to Mr. Holford for Inſufficiency. 


But at preſent the Deficiency in Mr. Cu s Office, over and above the Value 
of his Eſtate, and other Effects to Anſwer the ſame, appears by Mr. Holford's 
Report, (a Copy whereof is hereunto Annex'd) to be 5809 J. 145. 9 d. +. 


Mr. Kinaston's Deficiency is 26908 J. 115. 3d. 4. To ſecure the Suitors of 
the Court, Mr. Kinaſton entred into a Recognizance in the Penalty of 33817 J. 
for Payment of his ſaid Deficiency, and did aſſign to Mr. Holſord a Debt due 
to him from Mr. Delabay, which he then Computed to be 205 50 J. for the 
Benefit of the Suitors ; and did likewiſe Convey to Mr. Holford all his Real E- 
ſtate of about 4701. per Amum which he is only Intituled to for Life; And al- 
ſo his Perſonal Eſtate, for diſcovery whereof he was Examined upon Interrogato- 
ries. 


Mr. * having made an Affidavit that the Sum of 6000 l. part of the 

Moneys belonging to the Suitors of the Court, was detained by Mr. Rogers 

(hl Predeceſſor) upon Transferring the Moneys and Effects of the Suitors of the

tioned the Court, that Mr. Rogers and Mr. Cortingham might be obliged forthwith 
to pay the ſaid Sums for the Benefit of the Suitors. Upon hearing the ſaid Pe- 
tition, the Right Honourable the Earl of Macclesfield was pretent, and then paid 
into Court the 1575 J. mention'd to be paid to Mr. Cotſingbam, which his Lord- 
ſhip was willing ſhould be applyed for the Benefit of the Suitors ; and the fame 
was for that purpoſe then ordered to be forthwith inveſted in the Purchaſe of 
South Sea Annuities, which was done accordingly. Mr. Rogers attended, and 
was order'd to be Strictly Examined upon Interrogatories, whether all the Mo- 
neys, Securities and Effects belonging to the Suitors, were by him delivered o- 
ver to Mr. Kinaſton, and whether he retained any, and what part thereof? 


Interrogatories were accordingly Exhibited, and Mr. Rogers was ſeveral times 
called upon for an Anſwer thereto ; bat having applied to the Court to have 
the Proceedings upon the ſaid Interrogatories ſtayed ; It was ordered, that upon 
his paying into Court the faid 6000/. Subject to the turther Order of Court, all 
Proceedings ſhould be ſtayed. Mr. Rogers thereupon paid the ſaid 60001. to 
the Uſher of the Court, and the ſame was by Crder laid out by him in the Pur- 


chaſe of South Sea Annuities. 


Mr. Kinaſfton having entruſted Effects to a great Value in the hands of Mr. 
Delahay, (who dy'd Inteſtate) by means whereot he repreſents his Deficiency to 
have ariſen, Filed a Bill againſt Mrs. Delabay his Widow and Adminiſtratrix 
and the other Creditors of the ſaid Delabay Filed their Croſs-Bill againſt Mr. X;- 
naten and the ſaid Adminiſtratrix ; and the ſaid Cauſes coming on to be heard on 
the 187 of June laſt, Mr. Kinaſton obtain'd a Decree againſt the ſaid Adminiſtra- 
trix for an Account : And thar there might not be the leaſt delay,, an Order 
was made for proceeding de die in diem before the Maſter upon the ſaid Account; 
and the ſame was accordingly carried on with the utmoſt Expedition: And 
after ſeveral Charges and Diſcharges, and the Examination of the Parties upon 
Interrogatories, Mr. Holford (to whom the Cauſe was referred) Reported due 
to Mr. Kinaſton from Mr. Delabay the Sum of 252141. 11 5. 8 d. 2. to which 
Report Exceptions were taken: But the ſame were over-ruled, and the ſaid 
Report was on the 12th — abſolutely confirm'd, and the Decree and Re- 


port are Signed and Enroll

And in the third Column is ſet forth an Accompt of the South-Sea Stock, with 
which I have charged Mr. Godfrey, and amounts in the Whole to the Sum of three 
thouſand ſeven hundred ſeventy ſix Pounds, one Shilling, and eleven Pence; 

and it appearing that he hath more Sou h- Sea Stock ſtanding in his Name than 
will anſwer thoſe Demands, I apprehend the Suitors have made out a Title to 
ſo much of that {pecifick Stock, in regard from the Nature of that Security, no other 
Proof can be made of a - Appropriation thereof.
